that he had opposed the Sheldon re­ 
organization plan, and had as a coun­ 
ter proposition urged that the stock 
be a ssessed in 
order to raise the 
amount necessa ry to sa v e the combi­ 
nation from default and bankruptcy . 
His plan of a ssessm ent was opposed 
by Charles M. Schwab, holder at that 
time of $ 20,000,000 of the stock who, 
according to Mr. Nixon, declared that 
the stockholders would not pay the 
a ssessm ent. 
Mr. Schwab, so Mr. Nixon swore, 
declined to put up any more unless 
the Bethlehem bonds were giv en pref­ 
erence, as a lien upon the shipbuilding 
plants to th© first mortgage bonds. 
Mr. Nixon’s testimony a lso dev el­ 
oped the fact that there was a wide 
discrepancy as to estim ated earnings 
In letters written by Treasurer Gary 
to members of the reorganization com­ 
m ittee and Samuel Untermier, coun­ 
sel for the bondholders, asked lf it 
did not show that there has been an 
a ttempt to minimize the v alue of the 
shipy ards and magnify the v alue of 
the Bethlehem plant, but the witness 
would not "say so. 
Much time was taken up with an 
unsuccessful effort to get at the his­ 
tory of a my sterious check for $ 250,- 
000 found at the Trust Company of the 
Republic. 
It was drawn to “ Lewis 
Nixon cm* ourselv es” on the sam e day 
the checks were made out for the pay ­ 
ment of the cash giv en to the v endors 
for their plants and property . 
Mr. Nixon swore that he had nev er 
seen the < heck before and that he 
knew nothing of its history .

Reduction in salaries in clerk’s office 
can be m ade by letting th e tw o young 
m en go who are there now, and em­ 
ploying one m an to do th e work of 
both for $840 per year. 
The special agent is unnecessary, as 
his duties are in the capacity of a de­ 
tective to run down and return to the 
reform atory prisoners who have vio­ 
lated th eir parole. This is Im practical, 
for the reason th at the S tate pays a re­ 
w ard of $25 for the capture of those 
w’ho violate th eir parole, and the duty 
of locating them should rest w ith the 
detectives, police officers and sheriffs 
of th e S tate who are alw ays ready and 
w illing to work for this rew ard. 
It is true that the institution at this 
tim e is not in shape to get out the 
necessary descriptive cards and photo­ 
graphs of men ©rho violate th eir parole, 
but this can be attended to at once

Defective W ater Supply. 


T here ha* been spent $415,588 69 in 
the last six year* at th© institution in 
specific appropriations to b etter th e 
physical condition cd th© place, but 
to d ay th e w ater s t i l l y I* totally un­ 
satisfactory. 
The w ater is received 
from tw o sources, vis., th e Jefferson­ 
ville W ater Supply Company, which is 
Ohio R iver w ater, unfiltered, and the 
other a well in the institution grounds. 
Dr. Sharpe, th© prison physician, has 
this to say of th e w ater: 
“ From an exam ination m ade by the 
Seer w ary of the S tate Board of H ealth, 
th© well w ater show s no disease p ro 
during bacteria, but contains such an 
am ount of inorganic salts th at it is 
rendered practically w orthless as a 
steam -producing agent, and being a 
well w ater It Is to be looked upon 
w ith suspicion, far O inking purposes, 


F ifteen of th© deaths in the Stat© 
P rison 
were 
prisoners 
whose 
ages 
ranged from forty-four to elghty-two 
years, while all the deaths in the re­ 
form atory w ere inm ates from sixteen 
to th irty years of age. 
It is true th a t the reform atory has 
on an average, as a rule, about 150 
m ore Inm ates than the S tate Prison, 
but even with this difference the per­ 
centage of sickness and death* In th© 
reform atory is too large, aa com pared 
with th a t of the S tate Prison. 
In an article in an Indianapolis new s­ 
paper from Jeffersonville, under tho 
date of July 28, inform ation appears. 
some of which could only come from 
the superintendent of th© institution 
from a confident la! talk I had with him. 
N othing should be thought of his m ak­ 
ing light of a loaf of bread th a t goes 
out of the Institution every day to a 
party in Louisville, when he said to mo 
th at he "could see how this m ight hap­ 
pen for certain favors; th at the bread 
was so much b etter than the party 
could get outside." 
Th© people of 
th e Stat© of Indiana do not car© for 
th© price of this loaf of bread, but 
they do care for the principle th at 
Is behind its wrongful taking; and, 
further, do not w ant the prisoner in­ 
structed 
to ti© up and place 
this 
bread In a wagon when th© prisoner 
knows th at he I* serving tim© for 
a sim ilar offense. 
Much has been w ritten and said, 
and criticism offered to the effect th at 
th© only reason for the change In the 
m anagem ent 
you 
gentlem en 
have 
m ade was politics. 
I w ant to say 
now and for all tim e that I have not 
made, and will not m ake, any chang© 
in the official force except for business 
reasons. 
Every Republican and every 
D em ocrat, who are now about equally 
divided, and who are now on th© pay­ 
roll, will rem ain in the Institution as 
long as th e present m anagem ent re ­ 
m ains if they are loyal, honest, and 
at all tim es so act and conduct them ­ 
selves as to be an exam ple In correct 
habits before the inm ates over whom 
they have charge. 
In conclusion. I ask th a t you receive 
this report and spread sam e upon your 
official record for further considera­ 
tion. to the end th at we may have the 
undivided support of all our people, 
until such tim e as we prove ourselves 
to be unw orthy of the tru st this day 
turned over to us by the G overnor on 
behalf of the people of the State.

It 
has now been two months since this 
report was made to you, and in that 
tim e I have given very careful con­ 
sideration to the institution in all of 
lls departm ents, and beg now to make 
to you an official 
report as 
to the 
management of this institution before 
and since It has been a reformatory. 
Every word of my former report to 
yon is correct, and it does not do jus­ 
tice to the loose business m anagement 
that has been inaugurated in this in­ 
stitution in the past sly years, and 
which has been carried Iii through to 
the time I took charge as its superin­ 
tendent. 
Tho loose methods in business m an­ 
agement, in discipline and in the un­ 
sanitary condition of the institution 
speak for them selves from the records 
left and the condition of the cells as 
found when you assumed charge July 
U t.

The methods of reports and punish­ 
m ent I found on taking charge of the 
office 
of 
Assistant 
Superintendent 
August 3d were not in accord with 
the methods th at are found in well 
regulated institutions of this char­ 
acter. 
As example, there were 
03 
inmates marching 
in 
lock-step, with 
heads shaved and dressed In strpes, 
all of which appeals to the rough side 
of their nature, and tends to make 
worse rather than 
better boys of 
those who are compelled to submit to 
such forms of punishment. 
In ad 
aition to this, two boys were compel! 
cd to w ear a bali and chain. 
These 
methods are forms of punishment that 
are no longer used as means of dis­ 
cipline in reform atories or well regu­ 
lated institutions. 
The solitary cedis In the hospital, 
where it is necessary to place unruly 
boys, are not at all fit for punish 
m eat, and I will be unable to have 
the hest discipline until thew' cells 
a tx* remodelled. 
As they stand now, 
there is no ventilation and practically 
no light. 
It is impossible to place 
men in these cells for th# tim e it 
•takes to bring about proper punish­ 
ment without injuring their health; 
-and I ask that these cells be repaired 
at once, if it is possible to do so 
In these unsanitary cells I find that 
inmates in many 
cases 
have been 
handcuffed 
to the 
door 
with their 
hands above their heads, so that the 
weight of the body to a certain ex­ 
tent would rest upon the w rists 
of 
the inmates, which is inhuman in the 
extrem e. 
I also found that prisoners 
in the third grade were not perm itted 
to .receive letters from their mothers, 
and th at boys sixteen years old had 


in the last two months, 
are working hard to improve their 
respective departm ents: the sanitary 
condition of the institution is 
im­ 
proved ; the separating of the prison­ 
ers and having a cell for each 
in­ 
m ate will do much to aid discipline 
and give tone to the moral condition 
of the institution.

kitchen and dining room is done with 
cleats, where it should be on knobs, 
for lw>th the rooms have metal ceil­ 
ings.

of the cabinets 
have very short fuses, aud the ter­ 
minals of the cross circuits are too 
clone together. 
Them are two dif­ 
ferent styles of sockets: the “T. H. 
and the “Edison,’ which necessitates 
carrying lamps of different bases. The 
**T. H.” base costs two cents 
per 
lamp more than the Edison.

weather proof 
socket that will not carry the

volt current: therefore it is necessary 
to renew these 
sockets quits often,

makes

socket. 
There is a large quantity of conden­ 
sation 
going 
to waste through 
the 
sewer that should be returned to the 
boiler room, for this water has been 
bolled and has no mineral substance 
in it. We have 
long lines of pipe 
that 
have 
never 
been 
insulated, 
which has a tendency to condense the 
steam and give moist steam at 
the 
end of the line; and there is a great 
amount of water to be worked through 
the cylinders 
of 
the’ engines 
and 
pumps and this line of pipes. 
In the water system I find a compli­ 
cated, 
imperfect 
net of pipe work. 
There are three separate tanks, lo­ 
cated on

lines, and one from the

If for any mason the 
water should he sh tit off from the 
city mains 
(which 
happens quite 
often) 
it is

to go two 
blocks outside the walls to close

city water mains. 
This valve is lo­ 
cated in the center of a lumber yard. 
It is necessary to run three lengths 
of hose through a building from one 
fire plug to another in order to supply 
“O'* cell-house with water when the 
city main is shut off.
